It  is  designed  so  that  the  sun, 
moon,  and  the  planets  can  be 
“seen  as  they  move  among  the 
stars.

• ations  and  of  the  planets  can  be 
created  as  they  are  seen  at  var- 
ious times  of  the  year,  and  at 
various  latitudes  on  the  earth. 

The  planetarium  entrance  is 
460  Eyring  Science  Center.  Ad- 
mission is  25c  for  adults  and  10c 
for  students.

IN  JUNE,  1941,  he  was  named 
assisting  managing  director  of 
the  church-wide  program  and 
held  this  position  until  1959  when 
he  was  appointed  general  chair- 
man and  later  adviser  of  the  pro- 
gram.

This 
would  not  decrease  coverage,  it 
was  pointed  out.

Students  are  cautioned  to  re- 
member that  the  speed  limit  else- 
where on  campus  is  20  mph  and 
speeds  in  excess  of  this  are  a vio- 
lation. 

Even  though  the  speed  on  cam- 
pus is  20  mph,  regulations  state 
no  person  shall  operate  a car  at 
a speed  greater  than  is  reason- 
able and  prudent  under  existing 
conditions,  thereby  considering 
actual  and  potential  hazards.

Elder  Romney  filled  a mission 
to  Australia  from  1920-1923.  He 
became  a bishop  of  the  Salt  Lake 
33rd  Ward  in  1935  and  president 
of  Bonneville  Stake  in  1938. 

Mid  West 
Whirled  by 
Tornadoes 

CULLMAN,  Ala.,  (UPD— Tor- 
nadoes spawned  in  a vicious 
squall  line  skipped  North  Ala- 
bama and  Tennessee  Monday 
wreaking  widespread  destruction, 
injuring  several  persons  and 
causing  at  least  two  deaths. 

Highway  Patrolmen  and  Red 
Cross  officials  said  first  reports 
filtering  in  from  the  rural  areas 
indicated  more  than  40  homes 
and  buildings  were  destroyed. 

AT  LEAST  FIVE  persons  were 
hospitalized  and  numerous  oth- 
ers were  treated  at  hospitals. 

Apparently  the  hardest  hit  area 
was  in  Cullman  County  just 
south  of  the  Marshall  Space 
Flight  Center  at  Hutsville,  Ala. 

RED  CROSS  officials  said 
about  14  residences  were  damag- 
ed at  Goodhope,  12  to  16  at  Phe- 
lan and  there  was  extensive  un- 
reported damages  in  Welton,  Ber- 
lin, Fairview  and  Palmetto. 

In  Pickens  County,  authorities 
said  “three  or  four”  houses  were 
destroyed,  a church  badly  damag- 
ed and  a large  cattle  barn  des- 
troyed. 

ACROSS  THE  line  in  Tennes- 
see, a twister  touched  down  near 
Murfreesboro  and  first  reports 
indicated  several  buildings  were 
damaged. 

A small  tornado  ripped  through 
the  town  of  Kaufman  before  day- 
break causing  more  than  $300,000 
in  damages  to  about  40  resi- 
dences and  buildings. 

The  latest  twister  hit  at  the 
town  of  Bessemer,  Ala.  about  40 
miles  away,  cleaned  up  from  a 
tornado  last  Tuesday  which  caus- 
ed about  $7  million  in  damages.
